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VOCABULARY 

I PLAY  is  the  primer  of  the  SINGER  SOCIAL  STUDIES  SERIES.  It 
introduces  and  uses  a total  of  87  different  words  and  five  names.  The 
vocabulary  has  been  carefully  selected  and  controlled  so  as  to  present  a 
minimum  of  meaning  difficulties.  The  words  used  in  I PLAY  are,  with 
few  exceptions,  the  ones  that  appear  in  the  most  widely  used  pre-primers 
and  primers.  This  means  that  the  children  will  already  be  familiar  with 
most  of  the  vocabulary  through  their  other  reading  experiences. 

All  of  the  words  used  in  I PLAY  are  arranged  below  in  the  order  of 
their  appearance.  This  list  is  presented  here  to  assist  the  teacher  in 
planning  for  each  lesson.  The  teacher’s  manual  that  accompanies  this 
text  contains  a number  of  suggestions  and  recommendations  for  pro- 
viding for  the  reading  needs  of  the  children,  as  well  as  for  helping  the 
children  learn  the  concepts  developed  by  the  social  studies  program.
